London, Doo. 17. 
In tho House of Commons, in 
the rornumod dobato on tho Ad- 
dress, Mr. Wodgsood Bonn 
moved the official Liboral amend- 
mont, regretting thot the King's 
spocch had not montionod any 
constructive proposals for doaling 
with unemployment, and fore 
yahadowod the introduction of 
 tariffa and proforenco which 
would incroaso taxation, raino 
pricos and increase tho cost of 
livinw, and also hamper industry 
and reduce omploymont, — 

Mr. Baldwin, replying said tho 
Government attachod great im- 
portance to the constitution of 
an Imporial Economic Committee 

' The specific referengo to tho 
committee, on which tho, Domin- 
jons had boon invited to nominate 
mombors, was “to consider tho 
possibility of improving the 
mothods of proparing for tho 
market, and markoting within 
tho United Kingdom, food pro- 
ducts of overseas parts of the 
empiro, with a view to incross 
ing tho consumption theroof in 
the United Kingdom, preferably 
to imports from toroign countries, 

"and promote tho jnteroste both of 
producors and consumors™. 

Mr. Baldwin addod that tho 
Governmont intended again to 
submit to the House all tho re- 
“golutions of the last Mconomic 
Conforonon, which involyod re- 
ductions of duty.’ Ho adhered 
to tho pledge made in his election 
spooch at Gravosond, that pre- 
ference would not bo used as tho 
thin edgo of the wadgo to tax 
food. Uo hoped to secure an in- 
crengo of trade with the Dornin- 
‘qons by a proposal that tho full 
money equivulent of the advant- 
agen that would havo beon 
eonferrod on tho ‘Empiro in rex- 
poot of any duties which woro 
not rotainod should be devoted 
to schomes for davoloping tho 
trado of the Eimpire, and firat of 
all schomos of murketing. Ho 
hoped to allocate ao million 
pounds sterling annually to this 
purpose. :
